Slaughter  Iamb  prices  in  Alberta  continued  to  follow  normal  seasonal  trends  with 
price  declines  leveling  off  in  the  second  week  of  August.  Despite  higher  slaughter 
volumes  than  last  year,  Lambco,  Innisfail  bids  for  slaughter  lambs  stabilized  between 
$68.00  to  $71.00  per  cwt,  well  above  the  levelling  off  price  range  for  August  1988,  which 
was  $63.00  to  $66.00  per  cwt. 

U.S.  lamb  prices  remained  firm  throughout  the  month  of  August  lending  support  to  the 
local  Alberta  market.  Slaughter  lamb  exports  from  Alberta  to  the  U.S.  continued  with 
about  3,300  head  exported  in  August.  A  slight  decline  in  export  numbers  is  expected  for 
lambs  during  September.  Lambs  being  assembled  at  Fort  Macleod  and  Taber  for  export  are 
receiving  $70.00  per  cwt  with  mid-September  delivery  prices  being  set  at  $68.00  per  cwt. 

Toronto  Public  Stockyards  saw  significantly  higher  volumes  of  80  to  95  lb.  slaughter 
lambs  marketed  this  August  as  compared  to  August  1988.  In  response,  average  prices  paid 
for  lambs  in  Toronto  during  August  declined  to  levels  lower  than  for  the  same  period  last 
year. 

Agriculture  Canada's  July  first  Livestock  Report  indicated  that  sheep  and  lamb 
inventories  were  up  5  %  nationally  and  up  7  %  in  Alberta  over  1988.  In  Alberta,  the 
largest  inventory  increase  of  9  %  was  for  sheep,  one  year  and  older,  indicating  continued 
expansion  of  breeding  flocks  in  the  province. 

Lambco  continues  to  have  a  4  to  5  week  backlog  of  slaughter  lamb  bookings  although 
slaughter  volumes  have  been  26  %  higher  for  August  this  year  as  compared  to  August  1988. 
Depending  on  the  number  of  finishing  lambs  still  on  farms,  the  Lambco  backlog  may  begin 
to  shorten  during  September.

Both  the  commercial  as  well  as  purebred  aspects  of  our 
industry  must  be  addressed.     Included  will  be  a  shift   in  emphasis  from  a  "show 
theme"  to  a  "pen  competition  and  sale"  format.     Timing  for  the  show  has  been 
selected  as  the  2nd  week  of  September  with  the  intent  that   it  become  an  annual 
event .

Recent  changes   to  the  guidelines  regulating  the  Federal  Government  Grant  System 
now  allows  us  the  flexability  to  use  a  portion  of  the  money  available  to  become 
much  "more  aggressive   in  marketing  and  other  areas   important   to  the  agri-food 
industry".

ROMANOV   CROSSBREEDING    -   A   PROMISING  ALTERNATIVE

In  a   feedlot   trial    (conducted  this   last   summer)    the  survival,  growth 
and  carcass  quality  of  crossbred  Romanov   lambs  was  compared  to 
conventional  purebreds.   The  crossbred  lambs  originated   from  matlngs 
between  Romanov  rams  and     Rambou i 1 let ,   Dorset,   Finnish  L^ndrace  and 
Suffolk  ewes.   Purebred  lambs  representing  the  above  five  breeds  were 
also  included.   Romanov  halfbred  lambs  usually  grew  faster  than 
purebred  lambs  of  the  dam  breed.   The  fastest  growing  ram   lambs  were 
Romanov  X  Suffolk  and  purebred  Suffolk   lambs    (483  g/day)    followed  by 
Romanov  X  Rambouillet    (443  g/day)   and  Romanov  X  Dorset    ;407  g/day). 
The  other  crosses  and  breeds,    Romanov  X  Finn,    Romanov,    Finn,  Dorset 
and  Rambouillet  all  gained  about  355  g/day.   Pure-  and  cross-bred  ewe 
lambs  ranked  similarly  to  ram  lambs   for  growth  rate.   Combined  with 
other  high  performance  traits  of  lioitanov  crosses  such  as  lamb 
survival  and  litter  size,   the  higher  growth  rates  and  leaner 
carcasses  of  Romanov  crosses  means  more  profit   for  the  producer. 

The  performance  of  crossbred  lambs  often  exceeds  that  of   the  average 
of  the  two  parent  breeds.   This  crossbred  advantage  or  hybrid  vigour 
is  known  as  heterosis.   Heterosis   is  measured  as  the  percentage 
difference  between  crossbred  actual  performance  and  the  calculated 
average  of  the  two  parent  breeds.    If  no  heterosis   took  place  then 
crossbreds  would  perform  at  the  average  level  of  their  parents. 
Heterosis  occurs  when  crossbred  offspring  inherit  beneficial,  new 
combinations  of  genes  from  each  of  the  parental  breeds  used  in  the 
cross.   The  level  of  heterosis  is  expected  to  be  largest  when  the  two 
breeds  crossed  are  very  dissimilar.   When  breeds  are  further  apart 
genetically  they  share  fewer  common  genes.   This   increases  the  number 
of  new  genetic  combinations  that  can  occur   in  the  progeny  and 
increases  the  chances  of  high  levels  of  hybrid  vigour. 

The  Romanov  breed  qualifies  as  a  breed  which  is  genetically  unique 
from  most  North  American  or  British  breeds.    In  our  ovn  trial,  the 
lowest  heterosis   for  growth  was  in  Romanov  X  Finn  lambs     (4%)  and 
the  greatest  heterosis  was   in  Romanov  X  Rambouillet   lambs    (32%).  The 
level  of  hybrid  vigour  in  Romanov  crosses   (4-32%)   was  much  higher 
than  that  usually  obtained  by  crosses  between  common  domestic  breeds 
(3-11%).   The  low  heterosis  for  growth  in  Romanov  X  Finn  lambs  may  be 
because  Finns  and  Romanov  could  share  a  common  ancient  genetic 
background.    It  may  also  be  that  both  breeds  have  similar  genes  for 
growth  traits  because  little  selection  for  growth  rate  has 
historically  been  practised  in  these  breeds. 

Many  scientists  suggest  that  hybrid  vigour   is  mostly  due  to 
increased  feed  efficiency  rather  than  increased  appetite.    If  so, 
this  translates  to  economic  gains  to  producers  as  25%  more  kg 
of  lamb  could  be  produced  from  crossbred  lambs  fed  similar  amounts 
of   feed  as  purebred  lambs.   We  have  been  unable  to  measure  the  feed 
efficiency  of  Romanov  and  Romanov  crossbred  lambs  due  to  a   lack  of 
individual   feeding  facilities  but  we  are  hopeful   to  have  this 
capability  in  the  near  future. 
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Preliminary  results  of  our  carcass   trial   show  Romanov  cross 
carcasses   to  be  very  acceptable  with  an  Al:A2  grading  ratio  of  65:35 
compared   to  40:60   in  common  breeds  of  purebred  lambs  at  45kg 
llvevelght.   This   leaness  comes   from  Romanov  breeding  as  purebred 
Romanov  rams  graded  47:13:40  across  A1:A2:B1  grades  at  similar 
weights.   Romanov  sheep,    like  Finn  sheep,    tend  to  store  extra  body 
fat   in  the  Internal  depots  such  as  around  the  kidney  and  intestines. 
This  tends  to  go  hand  in  hand  with  less  fat  being  present  on  the 
outside  of  the  carcass  where  it  affects  carcass  grading.   We  have 
measured  kidney  and  external   fat  on  all  160  slaughtered  rams. 
Preliminary  results  show  a  decrease  in  external   fat  and  an  increase 
in  internal   fat   in  Romanov  crossbreds  compared  to  purebred 
non-Romanov  lambs. 

Heterosis   is  also  important  to  other  economic  traits  such  as  lamb 
survival,    fertility  and  litter   size.   Purebred  ewes  carrying 
crossbred  lambs  have  higher  conception  rates,  better  embryo  survival 
and  more  vigourous  lambs  at  birth  than  those  with  purebred  lambs. 
Romanov  crossbred  lambs  are  hardier  than  purebred  lambs  and  survival 
to  weaning  is  improved  by  up  to  20%.  Rambouillet ,  Dorset  and  Suffolk 
ewes  rearing  halfbred  Romanov  lambs  weaned  3.8,   3.4  and  9.6  kg  more 
lamb  than  similar  ewes  rearing  purebred  lambs.  A  summary  of  birth 
weights,   lambing  percentages,   survival  to  weaning  and  kg  weaned 
per  ewe  exposed  is  given  in  Table  1. 

These     traits,   combined  with  increased  growth  rate  both  pre-  and 
post-weaning,   lead  to  profit-making  returns  in  the  weight  of  lambs 
marketed     per  ewe  exposed  to  the  ram.   Lamb  production  relative  to 
the  number  of  ewes  carried  over  winter  is  one  of  the  key  economic 
measures  in  sheep  production.   Although  it  is  too  soon  to  report  on 
the  reproduction  of  Romanov  crossbred  vs.   other  purebred  replacement 
ewes  raised  in  this  trial,   earlier  data  from  this  station  have  shown 
that  the  litter  size  of  Romanov  crossbred  ewe  lambs  was  47-110% 
higher  than  that  of  Dorset  or  Western  ewe  lambs. 

Those  people  interested  in  systems  of  exploiting  various  aspects  of 
heterosis   in  their  commercial   flock  are  reminded  to  read  the  paper 
entitled  "  Breeding  Programs  -  What  Next??"     given  by  Dr.  David 
Thomas  at  the  Alberta  Sheep  Symposium  in  Banff  of  1987.   In  his  paper 
he  discusses  Individual  and  maternal  heterosis.   These  refer  to  the 
increased  production  of  raising  crossbred  lambs   (individual)  out  of 
a  purebred  ewe  flock  and  the  increased  production  by  using  crossbred 
ewes   (maternal)   to  produce  lambs. 

The  Romanov  breed  is  rapidly  establishing  itself  as  a  valuable 
contributor  to  the  Canadian  sheep  industry.   The  Lethbridge  Research 
Station  is  continuing  to  evaluate  the  performance  of  various  Romanov 
crossbreds  and  to  develop  efficient  lamb  production  systems.
